It was 
something funny, | can't remember exactly 
what was said, but there were a bunch of 
people in the studio at the time. So there's 
a bunch of laughter, and in the clip you can 
hear it. It kind of captures the excitement 
and jest and joy of getting started at the 
station. 


L: What's your show called and what is it about? 


J: My show's called “The Energy Will Prevail”. 
Early on! would play a lot of classic psychedelic 
rock because | took my show name from a line 
from Fear and Loathing in Las Vegas.
